| ‘Oliver Brown, Editor, Predicts Combination 
Will Result In ‘More Effective’ Newspaper 


‘New Jersey’s oldest Negro newspaper and New Jersey’s largest 
selling Negro newspaper announced this week a merger of the two 
publications, effective immediately. The new weekly newspaper, to 
be known as the HERALD-ADVANCE, will have the most complete 
Įcoverage of national, state, and local news of interest to Negroes 
of any newspaper in the state. 

‘We feel that in joining the two newspapers into one, we will emerge 
with a much stronger and more effective public medium,” HERALD- 
ADVANCE editor, Oliver Brown stated. Mr. Brown served as man- 
aging editor and president of the New Jersey HERALD-NEWS since

Back in the days when not more 
than 10 percent, or about 40,000 
residents of Newark was Negro, 
two real estate businessmen from 
Pittsburgh named Golden B. Dar- 
by and Fred R. Clark came to 
Newark to found The Newark 
HERALD. They set up offices 
on Bank and Wilsey Sts. and be- 
gan publishing a standard-size 
newspaper to serve the needs: of 
the city’s Negroes.

“Clark picked up a campaign 
launched by the old Chicago Bee: 

“Don’t Spend Your Money Where 

You Can’t Work.’ 
, “He concentrated some heavy 
fire for Springfield Avenue mer- 
chants and his campaign marked 
the beginning of employment op- 
portunities for Negroes in 
stores-—especially Negro sales 
girls,” Mr. Brown said. 

In 1935, Mr. Clark lost the 
newspaper when the printer, dur- 
ing the height of the depression, 
foreclosed on a chattel mort- 


gage. The printer turned the: 


newspaper over to the staff: Mel- 
vin Johnson, editor; Russell 
Blaine, advertising manager; and 
Oliver Brown, sports editor. 
Shortly afterwards, Blaine lost 
his interest andthe paper became 
the property of Johnson and 


Brown. 

Sold Out — 

But the printer again foreclosed 
on a mortgage in 1937 and this 
time he sold the paper to C.B. 
Powell of The New York 
AMSTERDAM-NEWS. 

As a result, Johnson and Brown 
joined forces with two brothers, 
Fred and Richard Martin, own- 
ers of Peerless Products in Jer- 
sey City, to publish the first is- 
sue of The New Jersey HERALD 
NEWS. Johnson again served as 
editor. 

“I can still remember the first 
edition was typed on my typewrit- 
er in Johnson’s apartment at 94 
Rarclay St.,”” Mr. Brownrecalls. 

In the meantime, Clark hadalso 
re-entered the field with his own 
paper, called the Newark GUAR- 
DIAN. On the Fourth of July, 1938, 
Mr. William Mulley, former ad- 
vertising salesman for The 
GUARDIAN, assumed the post of 


` circulation and advertising man- 


ager of the HERALD NEWS. 

In late 1938, the Martin brothers 
bought the Newark HERALD back 
from Powell. The Martins then 
retained control until 1947, em- 
ploying a series of editors, in- 
cluding Louis Blackman, Harry 
B. Weber, and Dr. Mark More-

On Aug. 30, 1947, it was announ- 
céd that the Martin brothers had 
sold their interest to Mr. Mulley, 
Mr. Brown, and Henry Graham, 
owner. of the Graham Building 
now the Masonic Building at 188 
Belmont Ave. 

Terrific Fight 

"It was at this time tha thepa- 
per put on a terrific fight to put 
Negroes on grand juries,” Mr. 
Brown recalls. ‘‘For 12 years, 
Negroes had not served on grand 
juries in Essex County and for 
18 years in Union County. The 


jury Commissioner of Union 


County said he didn’t know any 
Negroes capable of serving. Two 
weeks after we wrote an editor- 
ial calling ‘for his dismissal, 
there was a Negro, on the Union 
County grand jury.”

Uliver Brown, editor of the 
HERALD-ADVANCE, has been 
with this newspaper in one form 
or another practically since its 
birth 38 years ago. 

His first assignment for the 
paper was to cover the 1928 
Howard-Lincoln football game in 
Washington, D.C. while he was a 
student at New Jersey Law 
School. 

“Fred Clark told me he always 
had me in mind for sports editor 
after he read that story,” Mr. 
Brown recalls. 

But it was not until 1934, after 
he returned to Newarkfrom busi- 
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ness ventures in Camden and 
Trenton, that he assumedthe post 
of sports editor--at the grand 
salary of $3 a week. 

A native of New Jersey, Mr. 
Brown was born in Flemington 
where he attended grade school 
and high school. 
tended the University of Maine, 
Lincoln University, andNew Jer- 
sey Law School-=the last of which 
he was forced to quit in 1929 
due to lack of funds. 

It was not long after Mr. Brown 
became sports editor of the New 
Jersey HERALD that his in- 
terests broadened, as did his

Contradictory Testimony and Mistatements 


Against Rent Strike Leader Are Cited 


The case of rent strike leader Ida Brown, who was found innocent 
of hitting a Newark detective by an Essex County jury May 6, is causing 
new controversy because of testimony by a County prosecutor that a 
` Newark policeman lied on the witness stand. Mrs. Brown collapsed with 

relief when the jury returned in ten minutes with a “not guilty’’ ver- 
dict after a legal struggle that began 16 months ago, Her testimony 
was believed as against that of two policemen and a landlord, but the 
Sensational verdict in her favor was almost overshadowed by the dis- 
covery of a possible conspiracy against her by the police. | 

CORE Chairman Walter Stevens called for action against the police. 


“Mrs. Brown was an active rent striker’, 


he said, ‘‘fighting a 


notorious city slumlord when she was apparently framed by two police 
detectives’’, Newark Community Union Project representativeshailed 
the case as a victory for Mrs. Brown and as “sworn testimony’’ that 
City Hall and police are backing slumlords, ~ l : 


The arresting police, Fred- 
erick Dinnerstein and John Bau- 
man, testified separately in the 
case and offered contradictory 
accounts of the January 5, 1965 
incident in which Mrs, Brown 
was charged with hitting Dinner- 
stein, ` 

According to Dinnerstein, 
Mrs. Brown pushed Dinnerstein 
but was held and brought down- 
stairs by himself; according to 
Mrs, Brown, Bauman pushed her 
from behind and she fell with 
Dinnerstein down the flight of 
Stairs. 

__ Mysterious Halt 

After this contradiction de- 
veloped, the trial was mysteri- 
` ously halted while the prosecutor 
met, apparently in Judge John 
Sugrue’s chambers, with offi- 
cials of the Newark Police De- 
partment and the Policemen’s 
Benevolent Association, 

During this period, Mrs. 
Brown’s attorney, Leonard 
Weinglass, said he was told by 
Assistant Prosecutor Michael F, 
Riccardelli that Bauman was go- 
ing to recant his earlier testi- 
mony, and that the case would be 
dismissed and not go to jury, 

Shortly afterward, both Bau- 
man and Riccardelli were to take 
the witness stand, Contrary to 
what Weinglasshad been told, 
Bauman did not recant. 

Instead he testified that he was 
only speaking *'in jest” when he 
told Riccardelli privately that 
Mrs. Brown actually had fallen 
down the stairs with Dinnerstein. 
However, in cross-examination,

Then Riccardelli himself took 
the witness stand, to be examin- 
ed by chief County Prosecutor 
Brenden Byrne. Riccardelli test- 
ified that Bauman asked him in 
the hallway if he wanted to know 
“what really happened.” Bau- 
man then confessed said Ric- 
cardelli, that he matched his 
story with Dinnerstein’s although 
in fact Mrs. Brown did fall down 
the stairs. 
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Weinglass brought landlord Shu- 
stak back to the witness stand, 
Shustak testified earlier he was 
on “‘friendly terms” with Mrs. 
Brown until the. incident occur- 
red, but said he couldn't re- 
member if he (“or my father’’) 
was there to padlock Mrs. 
Brown’s door and call the truck 
to move her furniture.

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EDITORIAL | 
City Officials Offer 
= Same Old Run-a-Round 


Who is responsible for the deplorable con- 
ditions in Newark’s public schools? Who is 
responsible for the overcrowded facilities, the 
overburdened staff, and the under-educated 
students ? 

This question arose once again this month 
when a group of students from South Side High 
School--where 1,700 students are enrolled ina 
90-year-old school with a maximum capacity 
of 1,200--appealed to the board of education 
and to the city council for immediate action to 
build the long-overdue addition to their school. 

Their attempt to budge Newark’s bureau- 
cracy just a little bit in the direction of ac- 
tion met with the kind of run-a-round Newark 
citizens have come to expect from their city 
officials. : ; 

The students spoke first to the members of 
the board of education and then to the members 
of the city council. At the board of education, 
the students were told they ought to speak to 
the city council. ‘‘After all, the city council- 
men appropriate the money, we can only make 
suggestions,’’ the students were told. 

But when they appeared before the city 
council, the students were told to go back to 
the board of education because, after all, the 
city council only appropriates the money, 
whereas the board of education decides how the 
money will be spent. 

In the face of this nonsense, the students 
persisted, They wanted to know why nothing 
had been done in previous days, in previous 
months, and in previous years, They were in- 
formed by the president of the council that the 
council had not received some kind of ‘ʻa letter”? 
from the board of education, 

When the students wouldn’t accept this 
particular nonsense and continued to aski 
questions, they were met with growing 
irritation and even hostility from their elders, 
City clerk Harry Reichenstein, chief guardian 
of the council’s reputation, protested that there 
was “nothing funny’’ about the councilmen’ 
excuses for failure to take action, It was most 
improper for anyone to laugh at the council- 
men’s remarks, the city clerk commented.

This is just another 
example of the city’s indifferent attitude to the 
future lives of Newark’s 75,000 school chil- 
dren, most of whom are Negro.

and landlord court. 

But Shustak (“‘the friendly 
landlord”) then received a court 
order for the return of his prop- 
erty by January 2. Not only that, 
he shut her out of the apartment 
and padlocked her furniture in- 
side before she was to leave even 
while two of her five children 
were Sick. 

After the January incident oc- 
curred, City Magistrate James 
Del Mauro found Mrs. Brown 
guilty of hitting Shustak in a 


heated trial where the Judge ac- 


cused her of being used by “‘sub- 
versives.“ Mrs. Brown says she 
was visited also by men who 
identified themselves as officials 
and said she would be treated well 
if she testified against several 
organizers from SDS, 

Though she protested her in- 
nocence, Mrs. Brown accepted 
Del Mauro’s verdict of guilty 
since his sentence was for one 
year on probation rather than’ 
time in jail. 

During that time, an NCU group 
was told by Dinnerstein that Shu- 
stak was his friend, and even 
once offered to sell him the 
building at 406 Clinton. 

Why did tne police trip them- 
selves up? This question was 
asked by a number of trial ob- 
servers. | 


The larger question asked by 
civil rignts groups was whether 
the lying of policemen is the 
rule, or whether this case was 
an exception, Walter Stevens of 
CORE declared: “Suspicion and 
distrust of the Newark Police 
Department justifiably increase 
when people hear about cases 
like Mrs. Brown’s...We cannot. 
allow our courts. of law to har 
ass inno icm people”,
